GOVERNMENT COULD DRAFT 


RAILMEN IN EMERGENCY 


Washington, July 14. — President 


Harding, it was said today at the 
White House, is of the opinion that 
in an emergency it would not abridge 
the-liberty of any railroad worker to 
draft him into service in the event the 
government saw fit to take over the 
operation of the carriers. It was stat- 
ed, however, that the executive be-i 
lieved the railroad situation would notj 
become so serious that any such step j 
would be deemed necessary by the ad- 
ministration. 


The President, it was stated, prob-

State School at CoblcsJdll Develops 


XCTV Plan for Training Formers. 
The State School of Agriculture at 


Coblcsklll 
has 
developed 
a 
plan 


•whereby its students have an oppor- 
tunity to work on aomo of the best 
farms of the State during tho sum- 
mer period. 
The three-year regular 


and the one-year special courses have 
been arranged so that tho students 
spend only six months each year at 
the school. 
The period from about 


April 16th to October 15th is spent 
on farms securing additional farm ex- 
perience to supplement the instruc- 
tion of tho school. This arrangement 
possesses a number 
of 
advantages. 


The students are available for farm 
work through the entire growing sea- 
son .instead of about two months un- 
der the usual plan. This cnablo.s n::y»y 
young men to coma who could not 
otherwise do so. because thoy nre 
badly needed at homo during the 
growing season. It also enable:* stu- 
dents to earn enough money each 
summer to 
pay their expenses in 


whole or in large part at tin- school 
the following winter. 
In addition it 


is much easier to place students with 
good farmers when tho farmers can 
depend upon them for help through 
the entire season, for the progressive 
farmer engages his help in mlvnnee 
and for as long- a period as possible. 


Students have tho opportunity to 


secure summer experience on farms 
specializing in the enterprises in which 
they arc most Interested. 
For in- 


stance, a young man interested in 
dairying is placed on a purebred live- 
stock farm, one desiring fruit crowing 
on a successful fruit farm, etc. At 
tho present lime six students nre 
working on laryo grain and cush crop 
farms in Gcncseo county for sum- 
mer experience. 


The school is extending its field of 


service c.'ich yenr. 
During the year 


just closed twenty-six counties in the 
state were represntcd by students at 
the school.

ant.
